Sodium Chlorate Weed Killer: 
Recently I have received numerous 
enquiries about the advisability of 
using a soil sterilant to kill certain 
troublesome weeds which will not 
yield to 24-D Especially in the 
case of unwanted grass, particularly 
quack or couch grass we have 
found sodium chlorate to give good 
results, 

The cost of the chemical, how- 
ever, limits its use to comparatively 
small areas. T.C.A. is also a quack 
grass killer but we have found that 
it is partially selective where 
grasses are concerned. I have seen 
where quack grass, brome grass and 
Kentucky blue grass were all pres- 
ent on the same area that was 
treated with T.C.A. On a subse- 
quent check we found that the 
quack grass was completely killed, 
while the other grasses were rela- 
tively unharmed. 

But for quack grass alone. T.C.A 
does a good job. This, of course, 
needs to be applied in spray form. 
Sodium chlorate, on the other 
hand, can be applied either wet or 
dry. In fact we have found over | 
the past few years where toad flax | 
was concerned. dry application has} 
done a much better job of killing} 
the weed. | 


For quack grass an application 
rate of two to three pounds per} 
100 square feet is about right. For| 
toad flax a minimum of four 
pounds per 100 square feet is sat- 
isfactory. Do not sprinkle sodium 
chlorate where chickens mun or | 
feed, as it is poisonous to them. All 
chemical weed killers have certain 
limitations and require certain care 
in handling.

Elizabeth IT. when she opened 
parliament last November made the | 
following declaration of faith: | 


“I, Elizabeth ITI. do solemnly and 
sincerely in the presence of God, 


| profess, testify and declare that I 


am a faithful Protestant,, and that 
I will. according to the true intent 
of the enactments which secure the 
Protestant succession to the Throne 
of my Realm. uphold, and maintain 


|my powers according to law.”
